THE VEXED QUESTION. 

In another column will bo fouiul ttio naiiu^ 
ot thosa properly owners who feol thcm^ 
Bolvea ag^iarad ot iho eroction of fancoa oi. 
the Cfaarob Reserve, it will bo eccn thai 
they oamprisa many of the most respeotable 
'as well ai ieflueDtial of onr oilizcns,— Ibe iofc' 
reuoo of the Chroniclclo the contrary noUyitli- 
Btandiu^. When suoli men astlioso pray for 
tba Mayor and tbe City Council to have llic 
ereet{ona,whioh Ihey properly tonn auisances, 
on the reserro removed, their petition cannot 
be lightly trcalcd nor their raotivea impugned . 
Tbey make a detniind which is as juat and 
as tenable as if tho obstructions wore placed 
within a foot of their own doors. Tho 
general public have made their olaima iu 
geoeral terms. They have asserted not only 
their right ol way to a piece of ground 
whioh bas always been used as public pro 
perty, but thoy maintain that the Home (Jo- 
vernment had no legal powor lo convey this 
property to any one parlioular party or ilono- 
mioation. 'J'he claims, therefore, put [octvard 
•ra varioas, but tbey are all aa tenable os 
tbey are divofsifled. Tho properly holders 
contiguous to the reservQ have ao immediate 
and poouniary interest in tho (ransaction and 
it is but nhlural that their claims, although 
in other respcola the Icael, should come firrt. 
They maintain that their property was pur- 
chased from the Hudson's Bay Oompany un 
tbe distlnot understaading that the reeervo 
was always to be an open iquare. After 
the lapse of nearly seven years they 
find that Iha open square has been 
turned into an enclosure, and the pro., 
party leased for tho purpose of building. 
The first material effeat on them is the rapiil 
depreciation of the value of their town lotx, 
and bore we have a very natural as well as 
a very just cause of indignation againat the 
" fencers." In any other free country thu 
obstruotiona woald long aro this have been 
torn down by the outraged property owners 
themselves, but in Vaioouver Island tho 
people have been so used to bigb-'handed moa- 
lures on the pact of those in authority or 
position that injuries as well as indignities 
are suDered with a patieiici thai is " more 
honored in tho breach than in Ibe ohser 
vanoe." The Council, is, howovor, asked to 
have tho fences removed, and, on the moro 
general grounds of obstructing publio tightj- 
ofoway aa well aa infringing pablio rights, ii 
'•xpresses its desire to carry onl ihe prayer 
'of the petition. For the fiftieth lime iho 
Mayor is thus asked to slop in and prolcct the 
interests of tho city. Mr. Harris has go I 
a week's breathing t'me, and his 
decision is to bo given to tbe Council on 
Hondsy evening. That decision may em- 
brace one of three courses. It will show to 
the inhabitants that the Msjor by some 
mysterious means or other is unwilling to 
act, or it will indioale an earnast desire to 
carry out tho wishes of the public in cither 
summoning the offending parlies or having 
the faaoea without any mora delay removed. 
The latter would be not only tbe moat popu- 
lar but the wisest course. Thai line ol action 
that throws the onus ol legal initiation on the 
Church parly is the proper lino to take ; 
for it gives the public the etronf, and in this 
ioBlanca impregnable position of defenoc. 
Tho oniM probandi is throwu on Bishop Hills, 
and bis position of plainlifT requires him lo 
have a three-fourths verdict. If, on tbe 
other band, the Mayor is sufficiently ill-ad- 
vised to make the city tho plninliU, the ad- 
vantages will then all be on the side of the 
Ohurob i for while the city will be obliged 
to have six out of eight jurors, tbe former 
body will, aoting on tbe defensive, only re- 
quire three. Tho immediate rainoval of the 
fences is iheroforo the most eoonomical, n.s 
well as the most effeolive, course lo follow. 

To put the exact position of aCfairs before 
the publio, we may briefly summarise : — Tho 
ground is claimed in the first inslaooa as pub- 
lic property, because the publio bas had 
the uninterrupted use of it for seven years, 
and becansa the condilioiis ol sale of the 
surrounding property muilo it necessary thai 
it should always bo kept open. In tha second 
place rights of way are claimed which run 
across Ihe reserve in various directions. Tha 
first argument is thai neither tba Hudson's 
Bay Oompany nor tho Iloraa (jovernmont 
had any right to sell or donate the reserve, 
after the property in the vicinity hod been 
sold. It was then clearly as much a part of 
the publio property as the streets themselves, 
whioh, however, ludricous enough, were at 
one time claimed by tha Company. In other 
words, tho Home Government bad jnst about 
as niuoh right lo deed away the end of Gov- 
ernniont street as ihcy had to convoy to tho 
Church tho tcsorro. When wolcomoito tho 
question of right-of-way wo find it in much 
the Bame position as Beacon Hill Pork. 'I'ho 
publio have certain walks over tha Pork und 
round it, but wo would like to see any party 
attempt to conrino thu inhabitants to these 
walks by fencing in the untrodden portion of 
Iho hill. Tho ro.<orvo in this rcspoct stands 
in tho same position as Iho park ; it is not a 
right of WSJ from this street to that which 
will aatlsfy the inbabitaDtB, but the whole 
area embraced vrilbin the term on tba city 
map.
